7. No aircraft of any description 
shall be permitted to land, remain or 
take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first having 
been secured from the Department of 
Natural Resources and the Pennsyl- 
vania Electric Company.

9. Water Skiing: No person shall 
operate any machinery-propelled ves-

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CASSELMAN HOTEL — The Cas- 
selman Hotel also commemorates the 
great days of the National Pike. The 
hotel, still in operation, was first 
opened as the Drover’s Inn in 1824. 
Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the 
modern traveler, the hotel offers all of 
the modern conveniences. The hotel 
has been in operation for over 150 
years. It is one of the outstanding 
landmarks within Garrett County’s 
boundaries. 


CHURCH OF THE PRESIDENTS 
IN OAKLAND — All three of the 
Presidents—Grant, Harrison and Cleve- 
land—who preferred Garrett County to 
any other place for their vacations, 
attended services in this stone building 
at the corner of Second and Liberty 
Streets. For some years it was not 
used, but it is now occupied by St.

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As the oldest and most historic 
section of Garrett County, Grantsville 
is the site of many historic landmarks. 
For example, the visitor will find the 
Casselman Hotel, built in 1824. It 
was first used by drovers and farmers 
traveling westward over the National 
Pike. Still in operation, the Casselman 
Hotel serves today’s traveler. 


The National Hotel, built in 1843 
has been in continuous operation since 
the days of the Old National Road.

ICE FISHING — In recent years, 
this sport has become a favorite winter 
pastime on Deep Creek Lake. The best 
months are January and February. The 
favorite catch is yellow perch, al- 
though pike, walleye, pickerel and an 
occasional trout are also caught. The 
best way to go is to bring your axe and 
fishing supplies, chop a hole in the 
ice, drop your line and wait for your 
first bite! 


Be sure to keep these three very im- 
portant winter regulations: 

1) No vehicles except emergency 
vehicles shall be permitted on the ice 
of Deep Creek Lake at any time, and 

2) No swimming or diving shall be 
permitted in any area of Deep Creek 
Lake where the waters are covered by 
ice. 
3) Sail powered ice boats only 
when ice permits. 


INFORMATION BOOTH — The In- 
formation Booth is located on Route 


219 at Deep Creek Lake. It is operated 
by the Deep Creek Lake-Garrett Coun- 
ty Promotion Council during the sum- 
mer months. Its purpose is to direct 
visitors to their chosen recreation area, 
motel, cottage, friend’s home, restau- 
rant, service station or store.

MUDDY CREEK FALLS — Muddy 
Creek Falls is in the Swallow Falls 
State Park. Its 64-foot plunge is the 
longest in the state of Maryland. The 
waterfall is one of the most beautiful 
sites in Garrett County. It is situated 
in a cool and towering forest where 
complete facilities have been provided 
for camping and picnicking. The land 
beside the falls is the site of the 1918 
camp of Henry Ford, Thomas Edison 
and Harvey Firestone. A marker 
erected by the Garrett County Histori- 
cal Society commemorates this site. 

While visiting Muddy Creek Falls, 
be sure you also see Swallow Falls. 
Both are located eight miles north of 
Oakland. 


NEW GERMANY STATE PARK — 
New Germany State Park is located 
five miles southeast of Grantsville in 
the heart of the Savage River State 
Forest. Recreation facilities are 
planned for the whole family.

Constructed in 1818 as a stage-

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dler the Savage is narrow, mean and 
harrowing and almost completely 
whitewater for five and a half miles. 
To run the Savage, contact the Upper 
Potomac River Commission about 
dates and times of releases from the 
Savage River Dam. If precipitation 
merits, there are at least 4 releases: 
late March, May, Labor Day Weekend 
and November. The ones in May and 
Labor Day are for races and traffic on 
the river may be restricted then. The 
road from the Savage River Dam to 
Bloomington parallels the river for 
most of the run. 


SAVAGE RIVER DAM — One of 
Maryland’s largest dams—1,050 feet 
long, rising 184 feet above the stream 
bed. Stream flow from the dam is 
controlled by a concrete lined tunnel 
10 feet in diameter and 170 feet long. 
Operated by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, the Savage River Dam supplies 
water each spring to permit white- 
water racing. The Savage River Reser- 
voir provides year around fishing 
excitement for all.

largest woodland tract operated by the 
Maryland Department of Natural Re- 
sources, totaling 52,770 acres. Located 
in eastern Garrett County, it offers a 
variety of recreational activities. Trout 
fishing abounds in the many streams 
of the Savage River watershed, while 
hunters take to the woods in the fall 
after rabbit, grouse, turkey and deer. 
Many miles of hiking trails offer excel- 
lent sightseeing to those who enjoy the 
peace and quiet of the backwoods. 

The center for activities is New 
Germany State Park, featuring cabins, 
camping areas and a 73 acre lake.

ing for young and old, beginner or 
expert. There are several major ski 
runs and challenging trails on the 220 
acres of mountainside. The longest 
single run is 2 miles. A variety of lifts 
are in operation, including the double 
chair, rope tows, poma and T-bar lifts. 
A modern comfortable base lodge 
houses a cafeteria, ski rental shop, 
repair shop, Rudy’s Ski Shop and the 
Wisp Ski School. 


Ski classes are available in private 
and group sessions, including lessons 
for children. Dormitory accommoda- 
tions are also available as well as the 
many motel facilities in the area. 
Snowmaking equipment has been ex- 
panded to supplement the natural 
snowfall of the area. Lights illuminate 
the mountain for night skiing several 
nights each week. Nightly enter- 
tainment and a swimming pool are 
available. The ski season runs from 
early December to the middle of March. 


SNOWMOBILING — The fun sport 
of snowmobiling is prevalent in Gar- 
rett County just like most other areas 
of the nation where a large amount of 


snowfall is realized during the winter. 
Special races are held several times 
during the winter season in addition to 
the Maryland State Snowmobile 
Championship Races held annually. 


Snowmobiling is permitted in the 
Deep Creek State Park and portions of 
New Germany State Park. There are 
no specific areas designated just for 
snowmobiles at Deep Creek and the 
operator must ride at his own risk. 
Snowmobiles are not rented at the 
parks so one must bring his own. 
Machines may be rented at two private 
establishments near the park, where 
trails are marked and insurance cover- 
age and guidance are made available. A 
map of snowmobile trails in Garrett 
County is available from the Promo- 
tion Council, Room 300, Court House, 
Oakland, Md.

YOUGHIOGHENY RIVER AND

The Youghiogheny is also the most 
paddled river in the East with the 
upper Yough being one of the meanest 
of white water running. 


On a craggy edge of a rock ledge 
known as “Cat Rocks” overlooking 
Deep Creek Lake and the Glendale 
Bridge sits the home of Aza and 
Louise Stanton. The retired couple are 
the artists-in-residence for the Garrett 
County Mountain-top Playground.
